A BBNSATION. 


Sensations lately l»»Te followed 


fast upon each other's heals. First, 
the Bonk of California fails, then 
Balaton died, next the Indian soare 
and now » State Prison sensation. 
This latter scorns to bo conspiracy to 
oust tho Warden, Hyman, by eon- 
riots, and try and froo several of 
them. One MuConms, o "trusty," 
seems to bo a soil of ringleader in 
this scrape, and Mollie Forshay who 
WM recently pardoned out ic impli- 
dated, They wore trying to hatch 
tip some evidences of fraud against 
Hyman, who is spoken of as an hon- 
«*t, trtmt-worthy man. Letters have 
been captured and one of them at 
least indicate that the conspirators 
would poison tlio Warden nnd keep- 
ers if poison could be obtained. One 
Miller, who at tlio recommendation 
Of the Governor was appointed guard, 
looms to hnvo more stock in thin Hen- 
Ration than ho ought to have. A 
negro convict named Hiokman ap- 
pears anxious to havo Hyman pois- 
oned, hoping thereby to open an 
•venue of escape. With the Enter- 
prise we boliovo that the information 
before us suggests that Miller was 
placed in tlio position of guard to 
ferret out evidences of fraud against 
Hymnn; that to this end he held 
•secret communication with MoComas 
the convict book-kcooper, holding 
out a promise of pardon should he be 
able to procure ouch evidences; that 
MoOomns was also intriguing with 
Mollie Forubay for a pardon, the 
letters between them showing that it 
was their purpose to become husband 
and wife utter the liberation of Mo* 
Comas, that Hiokman, the negro con- 
vict referred to, not hoping of par- 
don, was conspiring with Mollie For- 
ehay, and perhaps others, to poison 
Hyman, and that by means open some 
avenue of escape; and, finally, that 
those several schemes were known to 
Miller, and wore probably parts of 
a general plot, which at the time 
of the securing of the clandestine 
«orr«spondenuo had not taken defl 
nito form. If this be true, certain 
State officials can scarcely escape the 
«harge of complicity in the affair, 
•nd the odium which must attach to 
a conspiracy so cowardly as well as 
criminal. Should there bo a more 
favorable side of the story, wo shall 
bo pleased to give it to our readers, 
for it is a disgrace to the State as it 
is now told. 


Haw (he Pope Lire*. 


The daily life of the Pope is thng 


sketched by an Italian paper: "His 
Holiness is Stirring by 5:30 A. M., 
and by 7 o'clock he enters the pri- 
vate chapol, where he oelObraW one 
massi and heart another.' After 
chapel he hor'his early breakfast. 
By 9 o'clock the Pope is.always to be 
found sitting in his arm chair under' 
his ounopy, -before a large writing 
table, on which stands a. crucifix and 
an Imuaoulato Conception, besides 
papers and an'inkstand. Then comes 
Cardinal Antonelli, who communi- 
cates dispatches, receives instruc- 
tions, collects the pious oblations of 
the preceding day, and withdraws in 
half an hour with his' hands full of 
gold and bank notes. Then arrives 
the port, with letters and papers. A 
prelate on service opens and reads 
the letters; some journals the Pope 
glances over himself with his eye- 
glass. The audience follow, but last 
until noon only. The Pope takes a 
little exercise in the long, shady gal- 
leries until dinner Mine. The Fonti- 
floial dinner hour is about 3 p'olook, 
after which he retires for the after- 
noon siesta of two hours." 


TORKISU BT/LB IH HBBZEOONIMA. 


Tho London Spectator, speaking of 
the causes which led to the recent 
revolt in the Herzegovina against 
Turkish rule, says; "From village to 
village and from farm to farm the 
Agas outend their sinister march, as 
sessing tho imposts by a calculation 
of the taxpayer's resources under 
pressure, and enforcing their paj 
incut on tho spot.

outbreak of Moslem fanaticism last 
year, have been refugees in Monten- 
egro, Borvia and Austro-Hungarian 
border lands. The Herzegovina peas- 
ants had been sorely tried enough by 
the losses caused by bad harvests ana 
cattle plague during the post season, 
to make it a matter ot extra hardship 
for them to satisfy the ordinary 
lions of the Agas. When, however, 
they found that their local tyrants 
expected them to make good the de- 
ficiencies in tlte yield of the imposts 
produced by the flight of the perse- 
cuted Bayahs, they were fprqed into 
a desperate situation, which easily 
suggestnd a desperate remedy, anS 
the vindiotivcness of the Agas quick- 
ly added fuel to the fire that hac 
already so many combustible elements 
on which to feed."
